Donee, were the amount ai labor ai these 
two nation* dependent on their respective 
quantities of animate power, France would 
bo the superior of Ffogkud as a commer­ 
cial aud manufacturing nation. 
But ta 
heir aminate power the English add such 
an amount of inanimate, through machi­ 
nery, that their whole force is equivalent 
to the power of 25,854,893 meu ; while 
1 he addition of inanimate power by th© 
French ouly raises their whole force to 
a power equivalent to that at II,536,3521 
men. 
Thus the Eugludi have quadrupled 
the commercial and manufacturing pow­ 
er by machinery, while the F'reuch have 
not quite doubled theirs.

volitions of the inhabitants ot England, 
every man there occupied, rn coinwerca
